all conn Free rf no Man forbidding him. And ſome believed, 
and others did not, ver. 24. And in bis Epiſtle to the Romans , 
chap. 15. ver. 15, 16. He tells them that God had made him the 
Miniſter of Jeſus Chriſt to the Qentiles. And in his Epiſtle to the 
Galatians , he declares that the Goſpel of the Uncircumcifion was 
committed to him,as the Goſpel of the Circumciſion was unto Perer, 
chap. 2. And St. Paul we find doing his Office amougſt them : But 
we find not anything in the Scripture of St. Peters being amo 
the Romans, or — to them ; But St. Paul was the Founder of 4 
Chriſtian Church at Rome. And I could heartily wiſh that they 
had never fortaken the/ true Chriftian Religion, nor the wiſe 
Counſel of their Founder , that ' they might have been happy , 
and faved from that” wrath which is not only Temporal bur E 
ternal | 


But, alas! they have long lince degenerated and forſaken the 
way of Life, and the. Rules of Chriſtianty, p—_—_ by our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles; and have followed the devices -of 
their own Hearts, -and their vain Imaginations,. and the Deluſions 
of Satan ; ever fmce that Pride and Covetouſneſs of Worldly Ho- 
10ur and Riches, and fleſhly Luſts, got into that Sear which they 
call St. Peters.

Then follows Boxiface the Third, who enjoy'd nothis High and 
Mighty Title one year: Which ſhews, as I think, that God was 
not well pleaſed with his Government of the Church, nor with his 
proud Title. Nevertheleſs his ſucceffors retain'd it, and added to 
it that of Geds Vicar General on Earth, and that was not yet thought 
high enough : Bur Wordly Riches and Honors increaſing by the 
Gifts of Emperours, Kings and Princes to the Church, Popes grew 
proud, and at laſt os. rand above all that is called God 
on Earth, or that is Worſhipt, and by their flatterers are called 
Gods and Vice-Gods. Yea, their Lord God the Pope. So that what 
St. Paul foretold the Theſſalonians, 2 Theſ. 2. ſhould be ſeriouſly 
confidered by the Romanifts; viz. That there woutd be a defettion or 

ling away from the Truth to believe a Lie; and that the Man of 
Sin which ſhall be revealed, is he that ſits in the Temple of God as a 
God, and ſo efteems and behaves himelf ;. yea, and exalts himſelf a- 
bave all others that are called Gods, Now I know none but the 
Roman Popes that do this, and therefore they are that Anti-Chriſt. 
Let them look to it, if they had been Chriſts Servants-;- th 
would have had his Spirit, and Lived: and Governed his Chur 
like Chriſtians indeed. But whoever ſhall read their Lives ( as 1 
have done ) will find them ,” almoſt all, ſince Gregory the Great 
aforeſaid, infnared and overcome by the Devils Baits, the Glory of 
the World,' and the Luſts of the Fleſh. And ſome of them have 
been ſo bad, that I am aſhamed to write their naughtineſs. 
that will may read a brief *abftraft of ' them un the Proteſtant Alma- 
wack, or in the Introduftion to Hiſtory aforeſaid.”

Do you not kyvow that God hath forbidden the making of any Imaze, 
or the likeneſs of any thins ro worſhip it, or bow down to ut ? yet 
you have done it, and have taught your People ro worſhip Images, 
and to bow down before them, etpecially before the ſmage of 
the Virgin ary, and her Mother St. Anz, aud before the Image 
of Chriſt Crucified, and to worſhip the Croſs with the worſhip aite to 
(od: Andto pray to ir, and have ſuch a Hymn in the piai;e of 
that accuried thing, Lignum Cucis, as if it were your only hope, and 
cculd pardon your ſins, &c. And yet it was the curſe and np" 
ment due to Adam and Eve our ff parents, for eating the for- 
bidden, Fruit of the Tree. And therefure God pronounced them 
4ccurried that did hang on a Tree.. And 'tris moſt certain that thoſe 
that worſhip the accurled thing, will never be able to avoid or 
efape the Judgment of God for ſo doing. I am ure it is a 
vile fir, and an abominable thing. And yet the Church of Rome 
allows it. And ſome of their Doors endeavour to defend and 
maintain ir, b<can'e ir toucht the Body of our Lord; Viz. Ga- 
macheus 4 Sorben Duttor, on Thomas "Aquinas his [ummes: to 
name no other. Might they not as well worihip 7«ds or Sthan ? 
or :ny thing cl'e which touchr our Saviours Body, by the ſame 
reaiou ?. 

Sathan was very deſirous to have our Saviour to fall down and 
worſhip” him. But our Lord confuted and confounded his Pride, 
with this Command of God : Thou ſhilr worſhip the Lord thy God, 
nd him enly ſhalt then ſerve. But thote Proud and Ignorant Doctors 
will not be to eafily overcome, nor {atished with Gods prohivi- 
tion, of making any Image to worſhip it + Wherefore I believe God 
hath given them up to believe Lies, as St. Par ſurerold, 2 Thef. 2. 
becauie they did not receive the truth, of the Golpet as they ought, 
that they might be ſavcd. 

The iubtt Enemy finding them addifted to the Worſhip of Crea- 
tures, Saints and Angets, did ar length perſwade them to worſhip 
their Imapes too, by telling ſome of the greateſt Idolaters among(t 


them where they ſhould find ſuch, Images 3 and where they _— 
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build Churches or Chappels for their Idolatrous and ſuperſticious 
Devotion, Abundance of theſe deluſions are gathered out of their 
own Writers by Dr. Brevint, in his Book «ntituled Saul and Samutl at 
Endor. IVbich ts very well worth reading, by all that deſire to know 
the ſtrange and Diabolical ways of Salvatign (or damnation rather) 
which are to be found in the preſent Unchriſtian Church of Rome. They 
ſhould well conſider what St. Paul wrote to the Romans, chap. 1. 
where he ſaith, B:cauſe rhar when they knew God, thty did not glc- 
rifie him as they ought ;, they became vain in their undeyſtanding, or 
reaſoning, and therr fooliſh mind or heart w.s darkned ; ſo that when 
they thought themſelves wiſe, they were made fools, for they hve 
changed the glory of the incorruptible God into the Image of cor- 
ruptible man, &c. Wherefore alſo God delivered them uþ tothe Liſts 
of their hearts, that they ſhould morſvip Imag:s, and ſerve ther. 
Aud Chap. 11. 21, 22. St. Paul tells them, that if they did rot 
abide ſtedfaſt in the Fatth, they ſhould be cut off, An4 now the time 
is come that they will not ſuffer ſound Deftrine, but turn away their 
Ears from the Truth, and hearken to Fables and Lyes, 2 Tin. 4. 3+ 
Therefore they cannot endure the Holy Scriptures ſhould be read 
to the People, leſt their Errors and Deluſions ſhouid be dilco- 
vered ; but the Church of Chriſt is willing to have irs Do:trine 
tryed by that true Light, according to the Coun'el of Chrilt aid 
his Apoſtles, who bid us ſearch the Scriptures, aud to try the Spi- 
rits by them, whether they are of God or ns. And if any Man or 
Angel ſheu'd preach to us any other Goſpel than what they d:l: vered 
to 2, let them be accurſed, Gal. 1. 8,9. I ask the Romaniſts then 
what Command or Example they find in holy Scripture ro make 
Prayers to the Saints decea'ed ; or to give Religious Worſhip to 
Images, or to the Croſs ? 

They will find nothing in the Goipel to plead for tho'e evil pra- 
Q tes of theirs,but on the Contrary, it tells us,:berc is but one Mediater 
betwixt Uod and Mun the Mai Chriſt Feſus, who gave himſelf a [a- 
crifice for us to God the Father :. And, If any man fin, faith St. Fohin, 
we have an Advocate with the Father even eſis Chriſt the righteens, 
whois us! $2.50 for our ſins, &c. And by bis oace efferiny of hin. 
{clf he hath perfetted for ever them that are ſanit fied. So there remains 
no more Offering or Sacrifice for ſin, Hey. 10. It allo commands 
and adviſeth us, that all our Requeſts ſhould be mide known to God 
by our Lord Fejſus Chriſt ; through whom the Saints themlclves 
and all true Chriſtiats have hopes of acceptance. And St. Pl, 
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(Heb. 7. 25.) aſſures us, that be ts both milling and able to { ve to the 
tnttermoſt and continually all that come to God by him. "And Chriſt 
himſelf invites us all tro come tohim, and whoſoever comes to him, he 
will by no means caſt off. Which of the Saints' then can help us 
like Chriſt, or knows our wants fo well, or is fo willing to do it as 
he thatdyed forus?* « 

Neither do we know that the Saints departed this life are ſenfible 
of our wants, or hear the Prayers of their Votaries, or Pray for 
them. For Fob laith the contrary, in the end of rhe 14th Chapter : 
His ſens come to honour and he knoweth it not, and they are brought 
low, but he perceiveth it not of them. Aud the Prophet Iſaiah Pray- 
ing for the Iſraelites, faith to God : Doubtleſs thou art our Father, 
though Abraham be ioncrant of us, and Iſrael acknowledg 1s not : thou 
O Lord art our Father, our Redeemer, &c. Ila. 63. 16. - 

And as the Angel would not have St. Zohn to worſhip him, but 
charg'd him not to do it; fo there is no doubt, but the bleſſe1 
Virgm and all the Saints in Heaven, who are 1{aved by the blood of 
the Son of God, would fay the fame to their worſhippers, if they 
were permirted to come and ſpeak to them. But the Apoſtate An- 
gels in their pride would be worſhipped, and would perſwade as 
many as they can to worſhip the Creatures, Croſles and images, or 
any thing that may draw them away from the due worthip of 
God. Ui vain, faith God, do they worſhip me, .teachins Dottrines 
which are the Commandments of Men. See Matth. 15.9. Yet 
hath the Church of Rome moſt ungratefully and ſhamefully faln away 
from the Rules of Chriſtianity to Aarianiſm, and Ia7c-worſhip, 
and have framed a Religion of their own and the Devils inventi- 
on ; aud have converted the honour aud praiſes due to God and Je- 
{us Chriſt, to the Creatures ; eſpecially ro the Virgin 27ary, by 
whole Prayers and Merits they deſire Salvation, peace, and dell 
verance from all dangers, and Eternal Life; and abiolve others 
from ſin likewiſe by her Prayers and Merits. They call her Four: 
tain of Aercy, Grace and Salvation, of conſolation and pardon, of 
Life and freedom, and Salus omnium in te ſperantinm, as they word 
it in one of their Prayers ; that is, The Safery or Salvation of ail that 
nope in her : and abbnnce of other unfit expre'Tons they have in 
their Prayers and Hymns to her, inone of which they fay, Fzbc 
Nati, jure Matris impera ; that is, Command thy Son by the 
right of a Mother ; Gande Maria Virgo, cunttas hereſes ſola mnter:- 
vilſl i itt rwiverſo HMundo, Per Viromen Matrem concedat wobis Do- 
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minus Salutem & Pacem. Preſta queſumns ut per ejues penitricem 
Vireiment Mariam perpeyne capiamus gaudia Vite. Sub titztm pre- 
ſidum- confugimus, &c, A periculis cunttis libera nos Virgo, And all 
the Plalms are converted to the honour and praiſe of the Virgin 
Mary. And many have vowed and devoted themielves ro her 
and her Worthip and Service, more than to God: or their Saviour ; 
and Sathan hath cunningly pertwaded them to believe, that he fear- 
ed more her Roſary than any other weapon. 

The Church of Rome hath yer further manifeſted her fall from the 
Truth of the Golpel, by Selling the Pardon of fins for Mincy. Yea 
even *the Papacy it ſelf, and other Offices in that Church have 
been very often bought for Money, or worle wayes, it Hiſtory 
may be believed ; which laith, That Pope Paul the 34. before he 
was a Cardin:l,, got that Office by proſtituring his ſiſter ro Pepe 
Alexander 6th. that liberal Pope before mentioned , who (0. freely 
gave thirty thouſand Tears pardon for ſaying that ſyort Prayer aferc- 
ſaid, before the Image of St. Anne, Anno 1494. And {o contrary 
1s the Practice of that Church to the Counſel of St. Paul, 1 Cor. 14. 
as if they were quice of another Spirit ; for that all their Offices, 
Prayers, Hymns and Sacraments, are in Latin, which few of the 
People underſtand 3 Yea and many, or moſt of them are luperſti- 
tions and ſinful too, 

They have Sacrilegiouſly deprived the People of the Cup of the 
Lord; fo that 'ris no marvel if the deſtroying Angel hath been to 
buſie among them, who have not been partakers s the blood of the 
New Teſt ament-: which practice of theirs is contrary to the Com- 
mand of Chriſt, who faid, Drink ye all of it ; and contrary to the 
practice of the primitive Chriſtians for many hundred years, and all 
along till within three. hundred years or thereabour. 

And as for their Doctrine of Tranſubftarriaticn it is allo New, and 
came up ſince their fall from the Truth, and not defined tillthe Coun- 
cil of- Lateran, Anno 1215. And I would ask them, into what Body 
and Blood of the Lord have the Roman Prieſts power to trantub- 
ſtantiate the Bread and W ine, whether into his Natural and 'pa!- 
ſive Body as it was on Earth, oras it is now in Heaven, Ipiritual 
and Impaſſive ? And whether our Lord gave power or Command 
to any of his Dilciples,to traniubſtantiate or change Bread and Wine 
mto his real Body and Blood, by ſaying the Words of Contecration, 
Hoc eft Corpns menm, &c ?! | 

Ifno ſuch power or command was given to the Apoitles, mnch 
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les ſure to the Roman Prieſts. But I wonder not at their boldneſs 
and prefumption, ſeeing they underſtand not the words of the Lord, 
which are Spirit and Life, and not carnally to 'be underſtood, Fohr 
6. 63. For by Faith in him and his words, and by obedience to 


with him: And axe real partakers of the true Paſchal Lamb: I 


\\wi his Servants are United to him, and made one in him and 


mea of the Body and Blood of the Lord, who was Sacrificed for 
them, to expiate their ſins and offences once for all, and fo we car 

im. But the Roman Prieſts will ſtill eat him Carnally, and offer 
him up and facrifice him every day, in their Maſs Sacrifice, as they 
call it. 

Our Lord was pleafed to call the bleſſed Bread his Body, and the 
Wine his Bloed, becauſe he inſtituted chem as a Means of conveigh- 
ing the Benefits of his Body and Blouod to his true Believers, that 
they might be all United to him and in him, and he in them. And 
he might as well call the ſaid Bread and Wine his Body and Blood, 
as the Paſchal Lamb was called che Lords Paſſover, Exod. 12. Con- 
ſider it well; the Blood of the Lamb {ſprinkled on the Door-poſts 
and Lintel of the [,raelites houies, and the Fleſh eaten as God com- 
manded, was a means of preſerving them from the deſtroying An- 
cel. The Lord would paſs over every __ where the blood was, and 
not ſuffer the Deſtroyer to come 419, So that which was ordained as 
a means of the Paſſeover, is call'd the Paſſeover ; after the fame 
manner are the Bread and Wine in the Sacrament call'd the Lords 
Body and Blood ; .ſo alſo Circumciſion was 'call'd the Covenant, 
Rom. 4. thonoh ir w4s but the ſign and ſeal of it, to aſſure them 
thereof. As when a Man conveighs a Houle or Land to another, 
he gives him a Writing ſgn'd and ſeal'd, and a {mall part of it in 
his hand, whereby it is made his as much as if he had given him 
the poſſeſſion of the whole 5 or as when a Man pives himlelf #1 
Marriage by his words to his Wife, and ſhe gives her ſelf to him, 
with a promi{e to be faithful, loving, and obedient to him, they 
two are thereby made one :. So Chriſt by his Words gives him- 
{elf to his Spouſe the Church, and to every Member thereof, 
on the fame condition of being faithful, Loving and obedient to 
him. And in the Revelation to St. Fohn we find; that the fine Linnen 
clean and white, with which the Saints are cloathed, is call d their: 
Righteouſneſs, Rev. 19. thoughir did bur ſignifie ir. 

-Qur Saviours words were Spirit and Life, and he gave himſelf 
more effeCtually by them to his Di'ciples, than if chey had —_— 
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fleſh and drank his blood ; yer he was pleaſed to Inſtitute a Sacra- 
mental pledge thereof to. repreſent his Body broken and: his Blood 
poured out for them, and this he calls rhe blood of his Covenant nath 
them, or of his new Teſtament, Mat. 26. aud commanded thert thereby to 
remember his death as oftcn as they did it, till his' ſecond coming, 
1 Cor. 11. 26, Wherefore the Papsſts err greatly in ſaying, that the 
Bread is tranſubſtaritiated imro the Living body of our Lord, in 
which the Blood is included, and therefore that the People need 
not drink the wine alto : but rhe Prieſts drink the Wine, and they all 
fall down and worthip the Bread, as if by their words they had 
made a God of it, and then they eat it. Which made Averroes 4 
famous Phyſician to ſay, he knewno Rel:g1on more barbarons than that 
which makes their God firſt, and then eat him. 

And I wiſh ſome of the wileſt amongſt them would conſider, that 
if the Sacramentai bread be by the Pricits ſaying the words of con- 
ſecration tran{ubſtantiated, as they ſay, then would all that receive 
it receive the Lords body and blood, as well the unworthy as the 
worthy, which is impoſlible ; for the Lord hath faid, he that eat- 
eth my fleſh and drinketh my blood dwclieth in me and I in him, (a: 4 
hath Eternal Life ; John 6. burthe unworthy pr unbelievers and 
impenitent perions, may eat of the contecrated Bread, and not 
eat of the Body of the Lord, nor dwell in him, nor have Erernal 
Life. For St. Paul laich, he that eateth and drink:th the Bread and 
Whine of the Lords Supper unworthily, eateth and drinketh danmation or 
Judgment to himſelf, and is guilty of the Body ard Blood of the Lord. 
Therefore the Roman Priefts by faying the words ,of conſecration 
at the Maſs, do not traniubſtantiate the Bread and Wine into rhe 
Body and Blood of the Lord ; nothing is more evident. Let them 
therefore henceforward leave their Jangling about what they know 
not, and commit no more Murders abour it, | 

The power of Traniubſtantiation is not in their words, but there 
is a power of Tranſubſtantiation in Nature, when - we. convert 
what we eat and drink .into Fleſh and blood ; And the Lord. Jeſus 
Chriſt can do what he pleateth ; bur the Scripture doth nor- fay that 
he trauſubſtantiated the Bread which he gave to his, Dilcipkes; uo 
his natural Body and Blood (for then he (ſhoul4 have had rwa, bodies, 
one holding the other in the hand) nor that he gave ;aug;Juch paw- 
er or command to his Diiciples to do it,, by ary: words. of :$an;6- 
cration. / find indeed it micritions three Bodves cf , our Loxg,.10 cad, 
viz. His Natural, his Myſt ice!, (that is his Churc'i, his Mc:nbers) 
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#nd his Sacramental Body; which was to repreſent his Natural 
Body broken and given to his Members; that it might be a me- 
dium of union betwixt them and him, and a means of uniting them 
to each other as members of the ſame Body of which he is the Head. 
And as he had before told them that he was the Bread of Life which 
came down from Heaven to give Life to the world, ſo at the winſtituti- 
on of this Sacrament he took Bread and bleſt it, and call d it his Body, 
which he did becauſe of the Analogie and agreement berween 
it and his Body; for as Bread doth feed, nouriſh, preſerve and 
' ſtrengthen the y, fo our Lord; the Bread of Life, doth feed 
and preſerve our Life, Soul and Body, by communicating his ver- 
rues to us, and by dying for us: and his Body was made up and con- 
ſilted of bleſſed Bread and Food tranſubſtanriated into his fleſh and 
blood ; fo that he might as well call the Bread which he had bleſſed 
( and gave vertue to Fhis Body ; as we may and do call our body 
Earth, becauſe we are fed and nouriſhed by ir. Moreover the 
Bread and Wine which he gave them, being by the power of Nature 
and the bleſſing which Chriſt gave it, converted into their body 
and blood, it fo became his y and Blood, as they were his 
Members. 

Theſe are all the Reaſons that I can find, why onr Lord call'd 
the bleſſed Bread his Body. And what he faid it was, that he 
makes it to be to every worthy Receiver. So that they who think 
itto be no better than common bread after the conſecration of it 
ro theu'e for which Chriſt ordained it, are in a great Error : And 
fo are thoſe allo who think it was ordained only for a remembrance 
of his death. That was indeed one reaſon of ir; but the greateſt 
was to make them partakers ofthe Benefits of his Body and Blood 
thereby, and to unite them in one Body and in one Love, as they 
were partakers of that one Bread, that Chrilt might live in them 
and they in him, as St. Pa! hath alſo written, 1 Cor. 10. 16, 17. 
& 12.12, 13. 

It ts therefore grievous to conſider, that this Sacrament which was 
ordained for a ineans of union and Communion between all Believ- 
ers in Jeſus Chriſt, ſhould be made the cauſe of diviſion, enmity, 
and Murder, as it hath often been through the Malice of rhe Devil, 
41d: the” Fapifts blind zeal, ignorance, fury, and envy. If thoſe 
that prof-% Chriſtianity, were Chriſtians indeed, God wovld make 
knewn to them the truth of this Myſtery ; and all things elie necel- 
Firy to Salvation; but- Papiſts are objtinare Heretichs for the moſt 
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part, and will nat be reformed without Miracles and Fudgments ;, Let 
them therefore look to it, for I believe the rime is at hand. 

I would fain ask ſome of the witeſt ofthem, whether any Article 
of Faith neceſlary to Salvation, and all things fir and neceſſary to 
bedone, and pray'd for in order thereunto, be not taught us in 
the New Teſtament of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ? and whether we 
ought to believe or receive any other Doctrine as neceſſary to Sal- 
vation, or conducing thereto, than what is there taught us ro be ſo? 
If not, away then with thoſe new aud ſtrange ways of Salvation 
which are not —_—_ but invented by Men, or by the Craft 
and Malice of the Devil. 

But as our Saviour told the Jews, that they had made the Com- 
mands of God of no effect by their Traditions ; ſo may it be ſaid 
of the Church of Rome at prefent; and it hath been {o ever ſince 
they forſook Chriſts Countel to proſecute their own Ambitious de- 
ſigns, ſinful Luſts, and covetouſnels of Earthly things; Dominion 
over their Brethren, &c. whereby ir came to pals that as the 
foriook God, and would not obey his will, but prieved his Spiric 
by their ſins and Inventions; fo he lefr them to © llow their 
devices, and evil Imaginations. Then came the ſubtil Enemy 
with his Stratagems, Deluſions, and falſe Miracles, to entnare and 
deceive as many as he could : but ſtill Chriſt hath had ſome who 
have been faithful to him, and reproved their evil deeds, and Ido- 
latries, or Image-worſhip, and ſelling of Pardons of fin for — 
Simony, Bribery, Pride, Covetouſnels, new Articles of Fairh, , 
and new waies of Salvation, which were never raughr by Chriſt, 
or his Apoſtles. So that they are without excule, elpecially thoſe 
amongſt them who have read the holy Scriptures, and might have 
by them known the Truth, but have not done it. 

But the Church of Rome hath taken away rhe-Key of Knowledg , 
the holy Scripture, from the People, that rhey may not diſcover 
their Errors, and forlake them; fo _ what our Saviour faid of the 
Scribrs and Phariſces, may be alſo ſaid of the Popes and Cardinals, 
Jeſuits, and other Doctors of that Church : 7h. they ſhut up the 
Kingdom of Heaven againſt Men, thry will nor go in themſelves ( by 
Repentance and amendment of their Errors, and evil Lives ) nor 
ſuffer thoſe that would enter to goin. Wo therefore to thole blind 
Guides who will not be reformed ; and call all Hercticks that for- 
ſake their Errors and Hereſies! Bur the Truth an1 Light of the 
Go!pei of Jeius Chriſt ſhat{ ditcover and confound them. Wo to 
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yon that devour Widows houſes, and for a pretence of holineſs 
make many Prayers which. Chriſt never taught, nor promiſed to 
accept! Woalfo to you who forbid Marriage 'to the Clergy, and 
permit them to have Concubines or Whores rather! Wo to you who | 
compaſs Sea and Land to make proſclytes, and when they are made, they 
make them twofold more Children of Hell than themſelves ! ( England 
hath had the fad experience of this.) 

And 'tis pity thar any ſhould be deceived by that Churches ha- 
ving been once a true Church. They ſhould conſider how: the 
Zers of old, both at Feruſalem, and Samaria, i Dan, and Bee - 
ſheba, became Idelaters. - Andtill the Book of the Law was found 
and read to Foſi2h, the Idols which were ſet up m the Temple by 
AMaraſſes and Amon were not deſtroyed. And in Eliah'srime, the 
ten Tribes of 1/-acl were fo generally infected with Idoſatry, that 
he thonght there were none free. Yet there were 7000 dilperled 
among(t them that had not bowed the Knee to Baa!. So 'tis 
poſſible there may be yer as many or more — the Papifts 
that have not worſhipt their Images. But that Church is neverthe- 
leis generally infected with Idolatry, and many -other vices: who 
can then blame thoſe that forlake ther, and reform according to 
the Rules of the true Chriſtian Retigion ? Indeed All Chriltians 

, Oblt to do fo; and I heartly wiſh they would. They ſhould 
al'oconfider how many other famous Chriſttan Churches, as that at 
Aztrech, and-thole ſever Courches inthe Revelarion, have fallen. And 
therefore the Charch of Romes fall is the des to be admired, for 
that it was-alio foretol4 by Sr.” Patil, writivs to them, chap. 
11. 21, 22. Come ont of her therefore all ye that deſire Salvation, th:it 


je pritake not of her ſms, and of her plagues, Revel. 18. 4.

q H !. where is now thy 'Beauty and'Excellency, O' Degene-

' 2. Thy primitive Chaſtiry aud SanClity; Humility, Meckneis, 
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Patience, 'Peacefulneſs, Wiſdom, Juſtice, Mercy, Temperance, 
Sobriety, Chriſtian-forritude, Fidelity, and Charity, are for the 
moſt part gone ! 

3. And Thou who waſt the glory of the World, art now become the 
reproach of Fews, Turks, Heathens | 

4. Thy Chieftains and Rulers who ſometimes were, and ought 
ſtill ro be, Patterns of Vertue and Piety, and Narſing Fathers 
of the true Chriſtian Religion; are now too much in Love with 
the world, and their own Aedfores! 

5. So that Gods Laws,and Chriſts Rules are broken; and Wars and 
wickednels are come upon Chri/tendom,inſtead of peace and holinets ! 

6. And what will the end be but Ruin and DeSiratlion ? If we do 
not ipeedily Repent and Amend. 

7. Behold thy prelent ſtate,0 Chriſtendom ; and confider how thou 
haſt degenerated from the Holy life, and wi'e behaviovr of thy 
Founders ! That fo few Christians indeed are now to be found ! 

8. And what .n evil ſpirit now bears Rule in thee ! That inſtead 
of that Chriſtian charity ard True tove, which onght tro be amongſt 
all Chriſtians ;z as the Af.:k,, ' whereby we fhould be known to be- 
151g to our Lord Jefus Chriſt, as he hath taught us : 

9. Behold now Pride and Coverouſnels, Ambition, Envy, Ha-

ges | 5c, Curling, Swearing, Lying , Blaſpheming , and rakiug

10. Defrauding , Stealing, Robbing, plundering, burning, and 
detroying Villages, Towns, Cities, and Inhabitants ; their Brethren 
and of the {ame Religipn ' 

11. Thus are they become worſe than the Devils are to each other : 
For they are not divided againſt them{elves as men are, to con- 
ten1 and fight, ruin and deſtroy one the other. For if they ſhould, 
Sathans Kingdom coutd nor ftand. 

12. Ah, how Lamenabl> and wonderfull it is then! That 
Devils in Hell ſhould agree better than Men on Earth! yea, 
than many of thoſe who profe's Chriſtianiry too ! 

13. Therefore have the Devils power over thoſe wicked men 
and when they come to Hell, rorment them continually ; giving 

them 
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them no reſt nor peacethere, who would not ſeek it here, nor have 
Chriſt to be their Ruler, nor yield obedience unto his Laws. 

14. Their great folly and madneſs will then appear, and be conti- 
nually before them,as a worm-in their Conſcience which never dies ! 

15- Then Repentance ( which here might have been uſefull and 
available) will come too late there, where will be weeping and wail- 
ing and pgnaſhing of teeth, and _ and grief without eaſe or end, 

16. What will it then avail, to have had the pleaſures of ſin for 
a Seaſon? When the remembrance of thoſe fins, and the loſs 
of Heaven for them, will grieve the ſoul for ever and ever ! 

17. O that men would berwiſe! and think of thele things while 
they have time ; now, while their Tryal laſteth : And ſeek Gods fa- 
vour, while it may be found, — Jelus Chriſt our Lord. 

18. Would it not grieve us exceedingly,to ſee our Children ſo evil- 
natured, Covetous and Cruel, to fight and kill one another, about their 
food, or leſs —_— things ? when we allow them enough for all ; 
and more than enough, if they would take our Counſel, and obey our 
Command, to live in love and Peace together ? 

19. And are we not all Brethren, deſcended from one Father 
Noah? from whom, even to us, the Generations exceed not 
a hundred and twenty, accounting three in every hundred years. 

20. And Noah was the tenth from Adam, who was the Son of 
God, the Father of us all. Who allows us Food and Raiment, and 
Riches enough for all, and more too, even a Kingdom of Glory and 
Happineſs for ever, after a ſnort Tryal ; 

21. If we take his Counſel and obey his Commands, which are 
all fur our good : viz. Tolive in Peace and Love together ; like 
00d Children ; helping one another in this world, and in the way 
to Heaven, the beſt we can ; : 

22, Andnotto be Greedy or Covetous of Earthly things ; leſt 
they become a ſnare to us, and do us harm uſing them in excels, by 
poutng them upon our luſts; or by hoording them up, and io de- 
prive others who need them, of the ule and benefit of them. 


23. For this would be a breach of that true love which God hath 
commanded us, v1z. to love one auother as our lelves. 

24. How much then, and how exceedingly grieved is he, 
to. ſee the unnaturalne(s and wickedneſs of moſt of the Sons of 
Adam; who inſtead of loving and helping one another like kind 
Brethren ; fight and kill one another, about Religion, and about 
thole perilhing things, ſtriving who ſhall have moſt : 


25. And 
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25. And fo they are become Enemies and Devils, or doers of 
evil, toeach other ! And the moſt Savage and Cruel Beaſts, yea 
Serpents and Toads, agree with thoſe of their own kind better than 
ſome men do ! 

26. O that the conſideration of theſe things might move us all to 
Repentance and Amendment, that we might love one another as 
we ought, and be all Happy ! 

27. They that grieve an4 wrong their Brethren or Siſters, and re- 
fuſe to do their Duties, do themlelves the greateſt Injury, and draw 
down the Vengeance of an offended God upon their own heads. 

28. And they that get moſt or any of the world, or its Riches, 
in an Unjuſt way z get a Curſe with it and a Snare,to their own Ruin 
and Deſtruction at laſt ; if they do not heartily and timely Repeur 
and Amend. 

29. Moreover, Our Saviour hath laid, Jt 5s 4 very difficult thing 
for a Rich man to be ſaved : Tea, a Miracle, Mat. 19. Becaule, 
they that are rich fall into divers Temptations and ſnares. 

30. They are moſt commonly Proud and high-minded, eat and 
drink in Exceſs, and wax wanton, being at full, and their affections 
are ſet on thoſe things, ſo that they commonly forget God and their 
Duty to their Poor Neighbours and Brethren ; who are of no 
eſteem with them, but ſeem vile in their eyes : And lo the low Eſtate 
of the Poor is deſpiſed by them. 

31. Andif there are any who exceed them in Riches or Honuor, 
they too often envy them. And many times Animoſities, Contenti- 
ons and Quarels ariſe berween the Great ones, and Rich men of the 
world, about their Riches and Honour, and ſins too; to their de- 
ſtruction at laſt. 

32. Thusthey that are =__ and rich in the world, are in many 
and great _—_— and troubles, fears and fnares. And if they 
truſt in their Riches, or ſet their affection on them, and employ 
them not asthe _ to the ule of the poor, as well as for them- 
ſelves and their fam! ies, they are in danger of eternal Miſery. 

33. Onr Saviour hath alſo ſaid, That the Cares of this IVorld, 
and the deceitfulneſs of Riches choak_the word of life, and maketh him 
that hcareth it unfruitfull, Matth. 13. 

34. And St. Paul hath ſaid, The love of money is the root of all evil. 
And they that will be rich fall into Temptation, and a ſnare, and wnto 
many fooliſh and hurtfull luſts, which lrown men in deſtruftion and 
perdition, 1 Tun. 6. He therefore chargeth them who are rich in = 

world, 
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"| world, that they be not high-minded, nor traſt in uncertain riches, 


but in the livins God, who piveth us richly all, things £0. enjoy: That 
they do: goody and be rith in. good jvorks, ready to diftribute, wil- 
ling to communicate, laying up m ftore for themſelves a good foun- 
dation againſt the time to come, that they may. lay hold on Eternal 
life, 1 Tim. 6. * pl br ronet | 

' 35. Andagain, #ot many wiſe men after the fleſh, not many Mighty, L 
not niany Noble ; but the, Poor, baſe or low, and deſpiſed of the world, ; 
Rich in faith, hath God chofen, to be Heirs of the Kingdom of Hear 
ven. 1 Cor. 1, &&c. James 2. 5. 

36. And, the Lord. reſifteth the proud, but giveth Grace to the 
humble, and cxalteth the meck at laft. He beholdeth the ſufferin7s and 
Affittiens of the Poor, and mill relicuc the appreſſid who ery unto by. 

37. Bewile therefore row; 'O ye Rich, arleaft as many as' pro- 
feis Chriſtianity : Take Chriſts Counlel, and give largely to the 
Poor : That they may blets you, and pray for you, that you may 
become Chriſtians indeed : And to eicape the Wrath to come, and 
thoſe heavy Judgments which are like to fall ſpedily on the wick- 
ed and Ungodly, who ſer their affection on the things of this world, | 
and neglect therr eternal happineſs ! | 

38. O that Chriſtendem would Repent and Amend! That God 
might divert his heavy Fudgments from us, and not give us up to our 
orn Liſts, toruin and deſtroy one another ! | 

39. O thatMen would be wile, and love Eternal Life better, 
and the things of this world leſs ! Then might we hope to fee good 
days on Earth, and not till then. © | 

40. IVhat will it profit a Aan to gain the world, and to loſe his ſoul 
or at ? 

/ 41. Suppole you had a = houſe full of Gold,' and that you | 
were to ©11joy it all your Lite time, 'and to leave the reft ro your 

ChMren: ( Which is morethan any man hath aſfurance' of ) Yer 
all it could afford y6u; is bur Food and Rayment, Phyfick when you 
are ſick, and ſome vain Honours and Pleafares for a ſhort time, 
more than if you had itnot. 

42. And 'ris but ſeldom, if ever, that any man of this world is free 
from all Croſſes, Fears, Troubles and afflictions, to allay his Joys..But | 
very often pain and ſicknets follow Pleaſures ; and Death ar laft fum- | 
mons you to leave all, and to give an Accompt how you have tpent [ 
your time and your talents; and if you have miſpent them,yonr ſhame | 
and puniſhment will certaiuly fpllow ; antwerable to your faults. 

| 43. And 
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43. And if you have taken much Pains and care to gain an Eſtate for your 
Children, to the neglect of providing for your fouls welfare ; when Death 
approacheth, what comfort can you have in leaving them Rich, and your 
{elf to be eternally poor and miterable ? 

44. What reward or thanks will they give you for all your Labours? If 
they folldw your ſteps, and make it their bufinets to grow Rich in the World 
or ſpend |what you leave them upon their Luſts and follies, like Ranters or 
Atheiſts, they will Curſe = for your Pains. 

45. Or i{thiey are lenſfible of your lo!s and milery ; they can but lament, 
and blame you for your great folly and madnels ! 

46. We hear many complain of the badnels of Trade, that they cannot 
profit, or grow Rich in the world : But few complain or conſider how lirt'e 
they profit tleaven-ward, and how Poor and miſerable their fouls are ! The 
One thing neceſſai y is by moſt negletted , and many needleſs things are moſt care- 
fully ſoug bt and labour'd for ! 

47. The Chriſtian Life and Rules are forſaken; and Opinions are embra- 
ced inſtead of the True Religion ; which conſiſts in Love, and obedience to 
the will of God reveal'd in his Word : Which our Lord and Saviour hath 
moſt witely comprenended in this, Ts love God above all, and our Neighbours 
As OHY {clves. v0 that Love 1s the {um of all. 

48. This would make Wars and Rapines, Covetouſnes of earthly things, 
Pride, Envy, Hatred, Wrath, Malice, Treaſon, Murder, evil doing, and all 
uncharitablenets, to ceaſe. The Poor would be well fed and cloath'd : the 
Ipnorant would be well inſtructed : And thoſe differing Opinions, which 
have cauled to much ſtrife and milchief amdngſt us, would ceaſe; and we + 
ſhould have a begiuning of Heaven upon Earth, and the Lord would delight 
to do us Good. 

49. God is yet pleas d to look down from Heaven upen the children of Men, 
to ſee if there be any that will take his Counſel : that they may be ſaved from the 
Wrath which is near, and from that which 1s Eternal. 

50. Whoſoever therefore deſires to be happy, haſten to him, and for- 
fake all that hinders, without delay, and ſeek his favour, for his dear Son's 
fake, whom he lent into the world ro be the Saviour of all that Believe in him : 
And pray heartily for his Holy Spirit, ro Regenerate, Cleanſe and Purifie you 
from all fin, and uncleanne's of Heart and Spirit, that you may be lanQified 
and prepared for union with his Son Jelus Chriſt our Lord. 

51. And he will then live with you, and make you partakers of his Grace, 
Vertue and Holinels, of his Body and Blood, of his Victory and Triumph 
over fin and Sathan, the World and the Fleſh, Death and Hell; and of his 
Glory atlait, even to Eternity. 

52. There is a neceſſity of —— before we can enter into the King+ 
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dom of God ; as out Saviour hath ſaid, Foh. 3. And, he who is not willing to 
(eny himfclf and all things which hinder his enjoyment of Teſus Chriſt, is not 
n orthy of þim. 

53- And they that do forlake their ſinful Luſts, the vain Pomp and Glory 
of the world, their Earthly Riches and Honours, or any thing elle, for Chrilts 
fake, and for their own happinels in the Kingdom of God ; they ſhall have a 
Hundred fold more, or better in this world, ( if God fees it good to pro- 
tong their life here: ) And in the world to come Life Eternal. 1urrh. 10, 
37. and 16.24. and 19. 29. Mk 10. 29. Luke 18. 29. 

5.1. Where is now the Chriſtians faith in the Promiles of our Lord Jeſus 
Chiiſt ? Are not molt cf the Profellors of Chriſtian Religion, as well as the 
Fews, Tuihs, and Heathens, the Servants of fin and vanity, of finfull Luſts 
and Pleafures, of vain perſons and Honours, of Gold and Silver, Jewels and 
Apparcll, and other things of th: Earth ? And fo are become the Worlds 
Slaves, and the Devils Captives ! 

55. And only thoſe who take Chriſts counſel are free, and enjoy the gle- 
rious Lilertyef the Chi/dren of God. Their will is alfo made free, and de- 
lights in doing pood, as their Lord and Maſter doth : For his will is theirs, 
and he lives in them, and they in him. So they have a continual Feait of good 
things, if they ſtray not from the Rulcs of Happines. 

50. They are full of Joy and gladnels, and the favour of God is with them, 
and gives them what is beſt for them. They are thus Richer aud Happier, 
than all the Kingdoms of the World could make them. 

57. We have a true Proverb, which taith, A good Conſcience is 4 Cori nual 
"Feat. Bur the Fools of the world wi!l not believe it. 

58. For, if you obſerve how carefull and diligent, moſt Traldefinon and 
Shop-keepers are, to gain the things of the world ; and how avgry they are 
if cheir Servants are not lo carefuli and laborious as they wound have them to 
be: and how {ad and prieved they are if they loſe any thing, or thrive not 
as they defire 3 and how little Con'cience too many have of lying or deceiv- 
ing for their profit: Then you may perceive how much they prefer the Earth- 
ly Riches, before that continual Featt or the Heavenly Riches. 

59. Aud how blind and fooliſh they are, to ſeek and twallow preedily 
their own deſtruction ! For fin is 4 moft deadly Poyton, worle than any 
other; becaue it deſtroys the Sov! aud Spirit with the Budy, 

60, Yer, if you a: thoſe perſons whether they believe the Holy Scrip- 
ture, ty will readily fry they do. ( And perhaps lome of them, are of 
the wmber of thoie who think themiclves, or would be thought, better 
Chriitians thov .wotte h, ho are 11-5 of their company :) Never thiaking of this 
er ily and conſid rarely a. they ought, Viz. If any one love the BVorid, 
the love of God is not in (wie And, that the love of money ts the Root of all evil. 
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And the covering it us Idolatry. And, that the cares of this world, and the dc- 
ceitfulneſs of Riches choaks the Heavenly ſeed, and makes it uſyuitful. 

61, But if they did believe the Scripture, and love God butter than the 
world; They would then endeavour . more carefully to pleaſe God, and to 

ain the everlaſting Riches, than co gain the Riches of the World, And would 
- fad and grieved when they have negl.cted any opportunity of thriving in 
the way to Heaven : And troubled when any thing hinders them. And angry 
with their neareſt Relations and Servants when they break any of Gods co:n- 
mands, or walk nor in the way to Happinels. : 

62. They then know that the favour of God is far. better, and without 
comparilon more highly worth labouring for, than all Earthly Riches, or 
what'oever the world can aftord. And that the Toy of 4 Soul whole Spirit 1s 
in Divine Mediration, and in Gods favour, or in communion with his Spirit ; 
is far more excellent and tranicending all the Joys of Earthly or Carnally mind- 
ed pcr{os. 

63. How great then is the Madne!ts and folly of thoſe Souls, who ell their 
temporzl and etvrnal happine!s for thoſe Trifles of the World ! And how ma- 
ny Fadas's are there amo!git Chriitians, who fell their Lord and Maſter for 
money, and their Saviours favour for lets than 7d. did, and pierce him for 
a Penny. That TH when they tell a lye, Or commut 4 im, for {0 {mall 1 mat- 
ter! Yer t00 many do it forlels ! 

64. But how Lamentable is the State and condition of tho'e Great Men 
of the \World ; who are fo mad, as ro make \WVars and to kill Thoutands of 
their Brethren (and perhaps fend their Souls to Heli too) abour thoſe vain 
Things. Whcn yer one Soul is more worth chan all thole 'Triftes. 

65. Whata lad Accomprt of their Subjects and others, who loit thejr Lives 
by thoſe unchrittian Wars, will they be able ro give at the day of Judp- 
ment ? For all Wars, which are contrary to the Rules of Chriſtianity, are 
to us unlawful. 

66. Andevery Ruler and Governour muſt give an Accompt to God of his 
AQtions and Government. For they are Gods minijters and Stewards, to 
whom he hath commirted a great charge. And as their Charge is ereat, 
abov® others, {o ſhall their Reward and Glory be, if they Act and Rule ac- 
cording to Gods will reveal'd by his \Word. 

657, We may al'o take norice that God oives particulir Gifts and Favours 
to Kings, that they may Rule well ; if they endeavour it, by askiny wi dom 
of God, and þis Spirit to affiſt them : Then would the Lord delight in them, 
and make hon wi.c and Happy indeed, 

68. For, « n1ſe 11 6. d Father delizhts in a wiſe avs cood Sorry, mall for eng 
but ſuch ChilAren. But 'tchey Act contrary to his revealed will, heir out hs 
ment wiul be the Greater. 
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69. So it is likewiſe with the Governours of the Church, and all that have 
the Charge of Souls. Alto with-Parents and Maſters : For every one muſt 
give an Accompt to God of the Charge committed to him, and ſhall receive 
according to what he hath done. 

70. Then the Wild Atheiſts ard mad fools of the world, will know and feel 
to their Eternal Terror, that there is a God to puniſh their Crimes, and that 
Hell 15 a realy ! 

71. Then tho'e Gallants of Men and Women, and Ladies of Pleaſure, who 
wade it the ir buſinels to dreſs, and deck, and feed their Bodies, for the Luſts 
of the feſh, the Luſts of the Eyes, and the Pride of Life ; will-find to their 
ſhame and Sorrow, their deeds and delires manifeſted, 4»d that the Devils 
made uſe of them fir Baits to catch othey Fools with ! 

72. O that they would think of this now while they have time, and 
might prevent their Eternal mi'ery ! Why do they nor conſider what the 
\Vord and Spirit of God {anh concerning them by his faithful Servants ?

Yet too many there are who delight in the Devil's wayes; and think 
there is more pleaſure in fin, than in the way ro Heaven! But they may 
know the contrary, and that the worſt or hardeſt way to Heaven, is better 
than the beſt or eaſieſt way to Hell : And that the moſt unpleatant parr of 
the way which our Lord and Saviour hath taught us, affords far more plea- 
ſure, and true and laſting Joy, than the Devils way, or the pleaſures of fin 
can afford. And I doubt not but they would find ic true, if they would 
try it, as my have done the ow of ſin; a.d purſue it with that Vi- 
gour and Conttancy ; elpecially if they have a Guy, (or vray to God for 
one ) that they may go on the more chearſaily and k:ovinyuly: And as 
they have had Companions in the way of {i they ny have verrer in the 
way of Holinels. And if they continue 1: this' way, icy ſhall find a hun- 
dred fold more plealure in it, than tbev had in ail th {+ ts} forfook for 
it; or than any fin could afford; beſide the honour va Profir of Gud- 
line!s, and a Kingdom of Glory at laſt. Bur all thot- who vil! mc belive, 
nor try the tiuth of it, ſhall periſh in rheir ſins ; a wi feel the wra kt of that 
God whole Laws they would nor obey. 

Beware therefore all ye di.obedient finners, wanton Gaiians, Ravters, 
mad Fools, and Atheiſts, for the wrath of God is cotning upo vu; and 
eſpecially upon tho{e ſinners amo!1gſt the Chriftians, who knew his Will, 
or might have known it, and did it not! Wherefore now it concerns us al! to 
humble our ſelves before God ; ro watch, and fa!t, and pray mighrily to 
him; and to turn every one of us from our evil wayes ; that God ma'! have 
Mercy upon us; and turn away from us thole Jadgments which are coming 
apace upon Chr:iſto:dom. And as God hath pur it into my Heart ro warn 
you of itz $9 I befeech him to blels and proiper it, as he did Forras his 
varning to the Nizevites ; thar there may be a General Humiliation, Re- 
pentance and Amendment z and that there may be as few Vellels of wrath 
as 'tis poſſible. 

And ſeeing it hath pleaſed God to give peace to us who dwe!l in rhe Do- 
minions of the King of Fry/and; through rhe Endeavours of our - Gracious 
Soveraign; in a time when all the r-it of C:iftindom ( well nigh ) is in- 
volved in unchriſtian Wars 3 we ought ro cum hearty thanks and Praile, 
Love, Hononr, and Obectence to God aud io our King; for whom God 
hath done preat things ; and will yet do greater, if they be not hindred, 
Wherefore, we ought all to pray earneſtly that God would blets, fanctifie 
aud preterve our Gracious and Mcercitull King from all. evil; that he may 
{titi be an eminent. Inftramient of doiug much good, and an Frample of Ho- 
linels, Wiidom and Goofdnels to all other Kings, Princes and Governours ; 


and 
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and that all his Subjects may be induced by our Lord Jeſus his moſt excellent 
DoQtrine and Example, to become Chriſtians indeed ; and to live in con- 
tinual obedience to Cod and our King; and in true love and Peace with 
each other. If we would every one do our part, this great happinels might 
be obrained. And who knows but the Zews, 7irks, and Heathen, may be 
converted by us, ſeeing the true Chriltian Life amongſt us ? 


And that all this may be, let"s not deſpair, 
Sith this and more may be obtain'd by Prayer.
